C. E. Akers, Havana, writes to Km-- 


per's Weakly the following very inter- 
esting letter on Cuba: 


To appreciate the present situation iu 


Cuba it is necessary to glance back at 
Spain's attitude towards her colonies 
during the fifty years that have elapsed 
since the freedom of the last of the 
•50111)1 American republics was establish- 
ed. The same errors and shortcomings 
which led to the revolt of the South 
American colonies have principally con- 
ributcd to cause the present uprising in 
uba. Spaia learned nothing from the 


lessoDs she leceived at the beginning of 
this century. In her treatment of Cuba 
two courses were open to her—(1) to de- 
velop the material resources of the is- 
land, aud ha content with the indirect 
profits accruing from a wealthy colonial 
possession united to the mother-country 
by ties of blood and mutually satisfac- 
tory commercial relafious ; (2) to consi- 
der Cuba aa a temporary field of opera- 
tions wherewith to enrich an exacting 
metropolis by every political,admmislra- 
tive, and commercial means, and without 
regaid for the interests of the island. 
She chose the later. 


Protest agaiust this initiuitous official 


tystern of administration in Cuba has 
never been lacking of recent years, forci- 
ble examples being the insurrections of 
1830, of 1851, of 1854, the ten years' war 
from 1808 to 1878. and, last and most 
formidable of all, the existing rebellion. 
Cuban hopes were raised high when tuo 
peace between Spaniards arid insurgents 
was signed at Zanjon in 1878 and it was 
thought that the policy of realidad nn- 


would be abandoned for more 


equitable and rational methods of ad- 
ministering colonial affairs. 
But these 


hopes were doomed to disappointment, 
and in their place sprang up the longing 
to break away from Spanish rule. Im- 
partial history will fix the whole respon- 
sibility of the present rebellion on the 
Spanish government and the Spanish na- 
iion, for the reason that throughout 


leader Marti and his associates had been 
carefully feeling the pulse of the country 
for a long time previous to that date. 
Marti was convinced that Cuban senti- 
ment was lipe for the rising, and he 
struck his first blow in the full confi- 
dence that the country would respond to 
his appeal. 


The history of the reb-llion since the 


standard of revolt was liist ruined, ou 
Febiuary 24 of last year, has been an ex- 
traordinary example of alaiost unparal- 
leled success where success seemed al- 
most impossible to achieve. 


The Spanish army has provcri totally 


incapable of inflicting any permanent 
check to the rebellion. Probably this is 
due, to a great exteht, to the faulty plan 
of military operations hitherto attempt- 
ed. 
An army of 220,000 men would 


seem to be ample for all needs in the or- 
dinary course of events. But the Span- 
ish idea of a military occupation of Cuba 
was wrongly conceived, and is being 
wrongly 
executed.

passive resistance of the Cuban people, 
aud this is one of the most important 
factors of the situation. Nearly every 
Cuban uot in the fighting ranks of the 
rebellion is at heart a rebel.

But it is in tbe economic, rather than 


the political, conditions that WB find the 
key of the present situation. 
Agricul- 


>ure is the main-stay of Cuban life and 
.tealth. Tha abolition of slavery in 1878 
without compensation to the slave-mas- 
terq wag a severe blow to Cuban sugar- 
producers; but the high standard ot 
prices then ruling went far to counterbal- 
ance the drastic eftfcts of this measure. 
It was not until 188-1 that the full force 
of the storm broke over Cuba. In that 
>ear tlie fall in tbe value of sugar brought 
about a crisis, which showed clearly that 
if the Cuban sugar industry was to hold 
its own against bounty-fed beet-root a 
complete reorganization in the mode ol 
production wan a necessity. 
Old-fash- 


ioned methods were then cast aside, and 
a system of exi euaive central plantations 
was substituted at a great cost. But un- 
happily the udmnable qualities that 
wrought the re-forms have been neutral- 
i/."d and thwarted by the colonial policy 
of the Spanish government. 


In 1890 addresses were sent to the 


home government by the majority of the 
agiicultura.1 and economical associations 
of the island, stating in a clear and con- 
cise manner the actual facts of the case, 
aud proposing certain remedies to miti- 
gate the existing circumstances. 
To 


emphasis and give greater weight to 
these written memorials, an importation 


not openly take up arms against the gov- 
ernment, but he will not assist the tioopa 
in any way, whereas he is always ready 
to help his countrymen by every means 
in his power, and can be depended upon 
for information concerning the move- 
meat of any troops in bis vicinity. In 
warfare such as that in Cuba assistance 
of this nature is of the very highest im- 
portance. The Spaniards are fully aware 
now of what is passing in this matter, 
aud for this reason have ordered country 
people to concentrate in the towns ; but 
these same country people know full 
well that they cannot subsist iu the 
towns, and consequently an enforcement 
of the order for concentration simply 
leads to the male population deserting 
their farms and openly joining the rebel- 
lion. Had the military occupation been 
accompanied 
hand-iu-hand 
by large- 


minded measures of reforms iu the eco- 
nomic administration of the island there 
would have been a fair prospect of suc- 
cess attending the efforts of Spiin to re- 
store peace and quiet. Force of arms 
alone offers very little hope that tian- 
quility will agdin be established within 
any reasonably time. 


A gicat mistake is made by the Span- 


ish government in their treatment of 
such prisoners as fall into their hands 
These men are invariably tjied by sum- 
mary court martial aud shot.- Several 
hundreds have been executed in this 
manner. Such extremely drastic meas- 
ures are doubtless in accordance with 


is detrimental rather than beneficial to 
the Cuban people, aud that the Spanish 
regulations concpraing commerce, as 
they now exist, are a distinct hindrance 
to the development of the natural re- 
sources of Cuba 


What is wanted in Cuba is peace, and 


noua wiah for this more fervently than 
the Cubans 
JUut it is difficult to see 


how this consiimma'ion is to be obtained 
in the immediate future. The Spaniards 
seem determined not to give way ; the 
Cubans are prepared to endnro any suf- 
ferings and privations to rid themselves 
of Spanish dominion. Two possibilities 
present themselves, however, to solve 
the question and bring this disastrous 
and unhappy struggle to an end. The 
flrsl is that European bankers may abso- 
lutely decline any financial assistance to 
Spain, and, moreover, put pressure upon 
her in connection with outstanding obli- 
gations. 
Should this occur, Spain would 


have lo alter her attitude in the Cuban 
question. The greater part of the recent 
patrio'icloansubscribed by theSpaniards 
must go towards paying tlie obligations 
contracted by the government to the 
banks of J'aria aud Pays )Us, the Hank 
of Spain, and the Conatsiuia Transatlan- 
tica 
In January a fresh loan will be 


necessary, and possibly another $50.000,- 
000 may be raised internally. Hut tnis 
amount will exhaust the temper of the 
Spaniaids for any further advances, un- 
less on some very exceptional security, 
and then only for a limite.d amount. 
Without money Spain eanuol continue 
the war under present conditions. The 
second possibility is that the United 
Slates may intervene in some form or 
another for the protection of the valu- 
able trade between Cuba and Xorth 
America. 
The natural markets for all 


Cuban products are in tiie United States, 
both for buying aud Bellini;. So much 
so is this tlie case that the Cuban Cham- 
bers of ComruerCB have repeatedly de- 
clared, iu their published memorials, 
that the economic centre of Cuba is the 
United States. As an example of how 
the trade between the two countries has 
suffered, it is only necessary to compare 
the importation of Cuban products into 
the United Sfates during 189-! and 1896.

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delegation of prominent men was sent 
to Madrid, tl ere to plead personally the 
cause of Cuba. But these eilorls were 
fruitless ot all beneficial result. Spain 
turned a deaf ear to every remonstrance; 
sbe has, indeed, rather aggravated the 
evils then complained of tbau made any 
redress of the grievances put forward. 
Under this tyrannical pressure tbe mass 
of the population lost all faith in oft-re- 
peated promises of reforms in laws and 
adoiiuistiation, and became almost in- 
difl'erpnt to any purely political '.ques- 
tions. In spite of all these disheartening 
elements, the Cubans struggled to pre- 
serve their sugar industry, hoping against 
hope that relief iu some form would bap- 
peu to their aid. During the five years 
from 1S90 to ]S95 the system of great 
central factories was perfected, and, 
technically, has been a complete success; 
financially, however, the factories have, 
with lew exceptions, proved rumens 
failures, due iu great measure to the ua- 
usfc economic conditions imposed by 
Spain on the colony. 


The true result of the economic condi- 


tions is that the whole of I he Cuban in- 
dustrial piolils, are by one means or an- 
other, annually transferred to Spain. 
The uieaus employed for transferring 
lieso industrial profits aie many and 
various, chief amongst them being the 
issue of Cuban bonds, tbe iniquitous laws 
regulating the foreign commerce of the 
island, aud the socre. exactions of a thor- 
oughly corrupt administration, composed 
of om'cials whose one dominant idea is to 
make as large amount ot money in as 
short a time as possible, or with smallest 
exertion or application to steady work. 
There are of course exceptions to this 
rule, buc they are few and far between. 
With regard to tbe Cuban bonds, tbe 
Cubans argue that no part of the so-call- 
ed public debt has been spent in Cuba 
for the advancement of colonial inter- 
ests, and that the whole amount is the

ture for the purpose of keeping the in- 
habitants in a condition of economic 
slavery, or that it has been tbe direct re- 
sult of deficits between revenue and ex- 
penditure caused by Spanish stealings 
aud • Spanish misgovern m ant. 
Hence 


those in favor of separation from Spain 
do not consider that Cuba should in any 
way be saddled witb a heavy annual tax- 
ation for tlie service of these obligations. 


The pitiable economic conditions thus 


briefly described gradually induced a 
feeling of despair amongst the Cuban 
populaiion of the island; and this, ap- 
proaclimj; desperation at tbe close of 


Spanish law, but they are hardly in con- 
formity with the usages of civilization. 


The present position of the contending 


parties in Cuba has varied very little for 
six months past, the Spanish holding the 
principal towns, whilst the interior of the 
country is occupied by the rebels. Col- 
umns of troopsare now and again march- 
ed through the inland districts, and an 
occasional skirmish ocuirs with the in- 
surgents, but there has been of late very 
little severe fighting. Another troclut is 
Being constructed across the island, 
from Jucaro to Moron, near the frontier 
of Puerto Pi incipe, the idea bem;; to put 
obstacles iu the way of the free p:v«age 
of insurgents from theeastern to the west- 
ern provinces. Large bodies of rebels 
bave, however, passed throu^'i these 
iinss iu the course of tbe last f»w days. 
All 1 he energies of General Wsyler are 
concentrated ou the province oC I'mar 
del Kio. Ilis on the complete subjection 
of ljiuar del Eio before the and of De- 
cember tbe Spaniards piu all their hopes 
TbeSpanish impression is that once Pinar 
del Rio is subjugated the reconquest of 
the remainder of the island is an easy 
matter. People who kuow the country 
thoroughly hold a very different opinion 
on the subject. 


The mode of warfare adopted by the 


rebels is doubtless ot an antiquated aud 
crude type, but it does not merit the 
hasty condemnation so constantly be- 
stowed upon it. The Cubans cannot ob- 
tain the means to fight the Spaniards 
according to the rules of modern war- 
fare ; they have neither the men nor the 
war material for doing so, and guerilla 
tactics are obviously their only chance 
of success. The destruction of property 
may appear to be wantonly cruel at first 
sight, but it is part of the insurgent plan 
of campaign, and the weakness of the 
Spaniards is demonstrated by the fact 
that they are not able to prevent this 
destruction. What, however, is patent 
to all who take the trouble to watch Cu- 
ban affairs is (hat the reliel tactics have, 
|>n the whole, been completely successful 
(luring the last twenty-one months, aud 
in this fact lies the chief excuse for their 
continuance in the future. 


OC course the Spaniards very truly say 


that they are terribly handicapped by the 
number of men on the sick list. This is 
so; but such a contingency should have 


duly allowed for ia considering tlie 


preparations for the military operations. 
There are now in Havana not less than 
20,000 military invalids, chiefly from 
Pinar del Bio and the province of Ha- 
vana. Some 14 000 to 15 000 of these 
men are under treatment in hospital, the 
remainder in a convalescent stage. The 
principal causes of suffarins are yellow 
fever, paludic fevers, malaria, dysentery, 
and small-pox. The number of wound- 
ed in proportion to those invalided to- 
other causes is relatively small. Through- 
out the whole army the number of men 
unfit for duty exceeds 40 000. The hos- 
pital accommodation aud service ara to- 
tally inadequate to meet the demands 
made upon them at the present time. 


And if Spain does succeed in recon- 


quering the island, utat does this recou- 
quest entail V A war of from two to 
three years; a money expenditure of not 
less than $300 000 000; the sacrifice of 
the lives of 50,000 Spanish soldiers That 
is what the reconquest implies to Spain. 
To Cuba it means the slaughter of the

The point is to make tne gov- 
ernment a government for the people, 
and this, we fear, the Republicans can- 
not do, as they are tied to every 
monoply in the land. So that, while 
we hope for a change, let it come by 
whomsoever it may, we cannot see iu 
the coming year, so far as legislation 
is concerned, any indication of better 
business conditions. 


Much was said during the late cam- 


paign of the relation of the farm to 
business in general, of the fact that if 
the whole people have money business 
must be brisk. We seek then to find 
out how the people may get money, and 
we encounter there a question which is 
hard to answer. 


If the price of wheat shall remain 


about where it is, which the scarcity 
m other markets promises, there will 
be in the coming year a fair profit in 
that branch of the farming business.

"There is no more probability that th 
independence of Cuba will be recognize 
by the United States during Presiden 
Cleveland's administration than ther 
is of Grover Cleveland becoming presi 
dent of the Cuban Republic, and, unles 
McKiuley is misrepresented by llepub 
licaus who are supposed to enjoy his 
confidence, the present policy will be 
continued by him until there is some 
decided change in Cuba. The resolution 
tor the independence of Cuba which has 
been ipported to the Senate, will, 01 
course, be made the basis of a lot ol 
sp'eehfs when Congress reassembles, 
but more of them will be devoted to the 
claim of the administration, that the 
President alone has the power to re- 
cognize the independence of a nation, 
than to Cuba or anything connected 
with the unfortunate island. 
Whether 


a vote on the resolution itself will be 
had before the expiration of this Con- 
gress is a matter of doubt, but not of 
much importance, as it has already been 
given out by the Republican leaders of 
the House that the resolution will not 
bp allowed (.0 come before that body at 
all. 
The constitutional question in- 


volved in the claim of the administra- 
tion is an important one, and one upon 
which men who are regarded as able 
lawjeis differ regardless of politics, aud 
the debate upon it will be iu no sense 
partisan. 
There is 
practically no 


precede^;, though several have been 
ci'.ed as having a bearing upon the 
claim. And after all. nothing short of 
a decision of the U. S. Supreme Court 
will be accepted as settling it." 


It is announced in Washington that 


another important step toward the plan 
of home rule for Cuba has been taken 
by the Spanish authorities. The former 
plan proposed, but uot executed, some 
months ago provided for a Cuban con- 
gress of thirty members, of whom the 
Queen Regent was to name fifteen and 
the people of Cuba were to elect fifteen. 
It is now proposed to do away with that 
part presiding for the naming of mem- 
bers by the Queen Regent, so that the 
entire Cuban congress will be elected by 
the Cubau people. This, and the entire 
control given to Cubs, in making the 
tariff laws of the island, will constitute 
the essential features of the new plan of 
home rule. That giving the people the 
election of the entire congresa is felt to 
carry out in spirit, as well as in letter, { 
the idea of home rule. 


The Xew York Advertiser says : "If 


sixty millions of white people in the 
United States of the highest civilization, 
have made only the smallest impression 
upon oue-tenth of that number of 
domesticated negroes in forty 
years, 


what earthly hope is there that the wild 
variety of the race can evolve self- 
government on civilized lines with the 
white race hostile to it?" For the Cu- 
b^ negro is far below the scale of the 
average negro of the United States in in- 
telligence and in peaceful qualities. As 
the Spanish prime minister, Canovas. 
says, the Cuban negroes are "African 
negroes—African in every sense. 
To 


give them independence would meau 
civil war between whites and blacks and 
fifty years of anarchy, with the destruc- 
tion of the island and its commerce.'1

A Novel Tc»t CaKe PaHSert Upon in Court. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 24.—A verdict for 


the defendant was awarded to-day in the 
case of the Cleveland Sawmill and Lum- 
ber Company against the Commercial In- 
surance Company, of Cincinnati. It was 
the first of the kind ever tried in this 
county. 


In 1804 the sawmill company applied 


to the agent of the insurance company for 
$1000 insurance. That night thu plant 
was burned. The company refna"d to 
write the policy. The plaintiff company 
claimed the usage among insurance agents 
had established the rule that insurance 
commences at noon on the day when the 
contract is agreed upon. The insurance 
company asserted that it had assumed no 
obligation to insure the sawmill company 
against loss until the policy waa written 
and delivered. The jury agreed with it 
and thus established an important prece- 
dent.

rrand that children in the rural districts 
shall receive some special training along 
the line of wliat will probably be their 
future occupation. 


We may safely assume at the outset 


that, strictly speaking, there is no such 
thing as agricultural science. What is 
usually so called consists of a large num- 
ber of co-ordinate, and, for the most 
part, unrelated branches; and it becomes 
an interesting subject of inquiry just 
what tlie agitators of this advance really 
desire to add to the euriiculutn of the 
puDlic schools. A search through reports 
and institute papeis shows that geom- 
etry, trigonometry, cheraistry, geology, 
mineralogy, boUny, zoology, ornithol- 
ogy, entomology, physiology, meteorol- 
ogy, pathology, and the principles ot 
drainage and irrigation, are all regarded 
as essentials in an agricn 1 tu ral ed tication 


Turning to more definite and scientific 


grounds, the report of Pa. State College 
for 189o-4,we learn that the college cours- 
es are elective, and, with their enroll- 
ment for the year, are as follows :

Having learned something definite of 


what constitutes a course in agriculture, 
,we are toid that "tlie subject (e. g. chem- 
istij) is taught by lecture chiefly because 
there is no text book precisely meeting 
our needs.'' This admission being true 
of the moat important branch of ag. edu- 
cation, we will prolubly find other dis- 
couragements. 


Change is not necessarily progress, but 


change is essential to progress, and if WP 
propose to add scientific agriculture to 
the curriculum of the public schools, time 
and facilities for its study and recitation 
mu'it be found. 


Text books outlining the essential 


branches will be forthcoming as soon as 
there is a commercial demand for them, 
and, guided by these and aided by books 
of reference, a course of reading, and 
perhaps some special training, theintel- 
ligont teacher will be able'to make tlie 
agricultural period interesting and in- 
structive. 


The most serious difficulty will be to 


tind time ior even the rudiments of the 
subject. 
Several alteinatives present 


themselves. 


1. If the minimum tPtm bo extended 


to eight months, aud this be divided (at 
the discretion of the iioard) into tno

practical grammarians, how can we hope 
that the vast subject of agriculture can 
be taught in so brief time as to make 
practical agriculturists ?
